pers' oMce, Who for tlhe past twentysfour
bours heve been lnvestigating the mystorious
death of John Carson, are able to unswer con-
clusively to-day.

When Carson's body was discovered, carly
yesterday morning, stretehed out upon fhe
wldewnlk in frout of the stable at 41 Chrystie
ntreet, Iving In ok pool of blood, the throat
gashoed from ear to ear, the polles at ones
came to the conclusion that the man Led
been toully murdered,

TS theory was strengthened by the faot
that the victim was well dressed, aud of re-
spectable appearance, while the neighbor-
houvd in which the Lody wias found was o
louely one, known to bo infested at ulght by
persous of u lnwless and desperate character,

When it was learned, howsver, that the
deall o wos u penolless outeast, who had
Leen turned away Intoxicated only o few
bours betore from a cheap Bowery lodging-
botise ; thut be wWas at one time o brilliaot
And prowistng young Baltitore lawyer, who
limdl been brought by driok and misfortune to
& conditlon but Hetle better than that of a
common tramp, the theory of sulclde was
udvanced.

Tuls was rendered wore plauaibly when the
letters whileh were found In the dead man's
pockets from s friends and relutives 1 Bal-
tmore aud Paterson were rend, and some of
Lls recent ussociates were hunted up, who
told the pollee bow Carson had Uved tn the
ludging-house under the name of Chester, e
causr he sald thut if he was over found dead
Lie did not wint his tamily to know of 1L

But the pollee say If that was his  purpose
Wiy sbould he have carried with bitn 80 many
letters and papers, which, in such un event
s he seemed o wutlclpute, would justautly
reveal his ldentity.

No weapou oould Le found with which the
00 had been comitied, nitbhough o long aud
coreful senrch was made for 1L soou after the
dlscovery of the body.
